People of Dixon look with favor 
upon the creation of a city court. Tliv 
article 
published 
in 
Saturd ay's is­ 
s u e of the Telegraph was read with 
much interest and men d iscussed the 
proposed court at clubs that night 
and Sund ay morning. 
The city court for Dixon is proo- 
able. Tin* attorneys are becoming in­ 
terested because they see a chance 
to g*‘t more sum m ary justice in the 
trial of matters which now come up 
it: the justice courts. Justice courts 
w ill 
remain, 
but. matters 
of 
great 
importance w ill be tried in the city 
cou,rt where the same consid eration 
w ill be given to cases as in the c ir­ 
cuit court. 


Cities that ha ve courts and 
where 
the courts a re working very success 
fully are Alton, Aurora, 
C an t o n , 
Chi 
cage 
Heig hts, DuQuoin, 
East 
St, 
L ouis, Elgin, L itchfield , 
Mat toon, Pu­ 
na, Zion City, 
Kewa nee and several 
other large' cities. 


As 
the m atter of expense is the 
first, tiling to consid er, let 
us see 
what it is. A court room, a c lerk ’s of­ 
fice and a vault w ill have to be pro­ 
vid ed . L ight and heat w ill have to 
be paid for. These we have alread y, 
and no extra expense is to be antic i­ 
pated 
on 
that 
account. The room 
w ill have to have some ad d itional 
furniture. This w ill be an ad d itional 
expense, but only for once. Then wo 
w ill have to procure d ockets and rec­ 
ord books and other stationery; tlur 


is all. 


The council room can be used as 
a city court room and one of 
the 
comm ittee rooms for a c lerk ’s of­ 
fice. 
The sheriff of the county w ill be 
the officer of the court and his bail­ 
iffs will be used by the court. These 
are paid from the county treasury. 
The prosecuting attorney w ill be 
the c ourt’s prosecuting attorney, also 
paid from the state and county treas­ 
ury. 
The clerk w ill get the same fees 
as are paid to the circuit clerk, and 
they w ill amount to a sufficient sal- 


iry. 
The jud ge’s salary is paid from 
the state treasury. Jurors grand and 
petit, w ill be paid from the county 
treasury. 
The ju ige of the court has the pow 
er to appoint a shorthand reporter 
for the court. These cost the 
city 
nothing. The juris d ic tion 
is that of 
the c irc uit court as to amount and 
is confined ter ritorially to the 
city 
lim its. A ll appeals from justice and 
mlice courts w ill go to the city court. 
Appeals from the c ity court go to 
the appellate and supreme court, as 
d o appeals from the circuit, court. 
To get this court, a tw o-third s vote 
of the people of Dixon is necessary. 
B ut if the council instructs the city 
attorney to d raft an ord inance pro­ 
vid ing for the 
proposition to 
be 
brought before the people for a vote, 
it seems scarcely possible that any 
one w ill oppose the proposition. The 
change not only is progressive and 
need ed , but it gives an id eal court, 
for practically no cost to the 
peo­ 
ple.

McIntosh, on oath do find that she 
tamo to her death by an attack mace 
upon her on Thursday morning about 
4 o’clock, J anuary 20, 19 10, at her 
home, 128 9 W. Slat« * St., '» the town 
ship of Rockford, eountv <.,f Winne 
bag o, state of Illinois; that the rig ht 
Internal jug ula r vein was severed by 
the slash of a jack knife; that. Clin 
ton St. Clair, residing at 1230 Quar­ 
ry street, Rockford, has 
confessed 
that he murdered Mrs. McIntosh and 
robbed her home; and this jury be­ 
lieves the killing of Mrs. McIntosh 
wa s a wanton 
and 
reprehensible 
crime and would consequently rec­ 
ommend that every recourse of tin* 
law be employed to bring the mur­ 
derer to justice and that he be held 
to the next g rand jury without bail 
on a cha rg e of murder. 


There were but three 
witnesses 
examined, the prisoner’s confession 
reducing the labors of the jury in 
securing evidence. Dr, T. N. Miller 
told of his acquaintance with Mrs
